M. Stanton was eo heartily devoted to the 
U nion thai everything was subordinate to 
its salvation. He. might have failed in 
mercy where.mercy was dangerous to loyal 
men; but he never failed to do justice 
where he knew his.men. He very properly 
concluded that the welfare of one loyal man 
m Qst ba considered of more importance than 
that of a dozen disloyal or doubtful ones. 
Ha was courageous.enough to shoulder the 
responsibility of acting- according to his 
convictions. The force of 'his power wag 
felt by men who fed a back fire to aid our 
enemies. He hurt the rebels.by organizing 
victory, no less than by placing'in durance 
their allies in our own midst.' It was not 
his fault that in the prosecution of his work 
he interfered somewhat with the personal 
and political arrangements of .some distin» 
gufsbod menbers of the Democratic party. 
Mr. Stanton marked out a course that in* 
sured national success if persistently follow- 
ed, and if any man chose to attampt to trig 
the wheels of the . Government, that man 
must take the consequences.. In : other 
words?, the Government 'in Mr, Stanton'*
